‘The character ofthe Mekkawy resembles, in 
one respect, that of the Bedouin; and did not 
greediness of ga:n often distort their features, the 
simile of mirth would always be on their ips. In 
the streets and bazars, in the house, and even in 
the mosque the Mekkawy loves to laugh and joke. 
In dealing with each other, or in talking on grave 
subjects, a proverb, a pun, or some witty allu- 
sion, is often introduced, and produces laughter. 
As the Mekkawys possess, with this vivacity of 
temper, much intellect, sagacity, and great sua- 
vity of manners, which they well know how to 
reconcile with their inna‘e pride, their conversa- 
tion is very agreeable; and whoever cultivates a 
mere superficial acquaintance with them, seldom 
fails to be delighted with their character. They 
are more poliic towards cach other as well as 
towards strangers, than the inhabitants of Syria 
and Egypt, and retain something of the good- 
natured dispositions of the Bedou:ns, from whom 
they derive their origin. When they accost eac! 
other in the streets for the first time in the course 
of the day, the young man kisses the clder’s 
hand, or the inferior that of his superior ia rank, 
while the latter returns the salute by a kiss upon 
the forehead.

Mr. Macloughlin was particularly well known 
by his exploits on the fifteen acres, be:ng a ce- 
lebrated shot, and .: ‘‘man of honour,’’ accord- 
ing to the duellist’s interpretation of the word, 
din t many years since 
Quarrel Sw Mer, O'Meara, 
ladies, whom he considerea 
ed by that gentleman: a duel ensued, and Mr. 
Macloaghiin was wounded severely, and it wos 
for some tine apprehended imortally. But the 
unfortunate man was reserved for a dillerent 
fate.

liam!”? Maclougtilin approached, and shook her 
by the hand, saying, ‘[t is allw ell, mother.’’—

her feelings, that she swooned away, and was 
insensible fur a few minutes. On her recovery, 
the turnkey intimated that the time allowed for 
her visit had expired, when Macloughlin said, 
**Give me the last kiss, mother.’’ He placed 
his lips opon her cheek, and then turned round, 
putfing his bandke:chicf over his eyes. As she 
departed from the ce!!, he said, in rather a sub- 
dued tone, “*Mother, may God Almighty forgive 
you"!

Some time after the execution, a post mortem 
examination took place, with a view of ascer- 
taining the situation of a ball which Mr. Mac- 
loughlin received in a duel with Mr. O’Meara on 
the 12th of January, 1822. They fought tweet 
in this week, on Monday morning in the Phanix 
Park, where they exchanged shee, and on the 
Saturday following near peor’ Charlcmont’s de- 
mesne, when thay ted two shots each, both 
being w on the second fire, Macloughlin 
Beri T, and, as it was at the time supposed, 
ortally, the ball having entered the right ilium, 
one inch below the crista. When Surgeon Ke- 
tin, who attended Mr. Macloughlin, came up, 
he found him standing, supported by his friend, 
Mr. Bailey. At first the situation of the wound 
was uncertain, but it was soon ascertained by 
the gushing of blood fiow his trowsers, Ile was 
then laid on the ground, and the wound exam- 
ised. ‘he surgeon was able to introduce his 
finger to its fullest extent, into the wound, feel- 
ing the edge of the bone rough through which 
the ball had passed. Mr. Maclonghlin asked if 
he was mortally wounded; the surgeon answer- 
ed that the wound was a serious one. Again 
Macloughlin repeated the question, and the 
surgeon repeated his answer, requesting the 

tient to ask no more questions. At this time 
Kiaclapghlin was aware that his antagonist had 
been wounded, and he added, ‘*‘Where has Mr. 
O’Meara been hit?’’ Some person in tho crowd 
answered, ‘“‘In the same place.’?’ Then Mac-

feelings cf a man that deserved a better fate, 
said—*‘| hope he is not in agony,’as | am."’ The

Extracts cf letters from Europe. 


Genoa.—My last hasty note, cated at Turin, 
informed you of our arrival there in safety and 
health. True, we had crossed the Alps in the 
midst of winter; but the genius of Napoleon has 
rendered that once formidable barrier passable | 
with little difficulty at all seasons of the year. 
Turin presented nothing particularly worthy of 
attention, except. the surrounding Alps, whjch, 
with the plain of Piedmont, form a» vast and 
magnificent amphitheatre.—This brilliant sce- 
nery I saw in all its varieties—at day-break and 
sunrise, beneath the splendor of noonday, and 
colored by the sofier glories of sunset. The 
conclusion of our journey from Turin to Genoa 
was delightful.—About noon of its last day, we 
had arrived at Rovea, from whence, by a gra- 
dual ascent, we reached in about two hours the 
suinmit of the Apennines. The dav, which in 
i's commencement had been lowering, had now 
cleared up. The sun rejoicing in his strength 
had rolled away the mists from the mountain 
tops, and lighted up all nature with @ congenial 
gladness. Being apprised that I should have a 
view of the sea froin the summit, I had not pa- 
tience to await «he slow movement of the car- 
riage, but Iked on before. On reaching the 

iewest point of the road, I was ready to ery 








out like the harassed ten thousand, ‘‘the sea, 
the sca.’’ That broad and noble element 
indeed lay before me, the open path which in a | 
few short weeks might conduct me safely to my 
own distant home. Though nearly twenty 
twenty miles off, its waves shone lke a mirror 
between the opening ridges of the Appennines. 
In descending into the valley of the Poluvera by 
traverses cut in the sides of the mountain, we 
entered almost at “once into quite a different re- 
gion. The snow, which had accompanied us all 
the way from Turin, had disappeared,—the hill 
side was clothed with verdure,—the early flow- 
ers of spring began to show their heads,—and 
a milder atmosphere breathed from the genial 
south.

There wasa third and a much more 
numerous class, and he would venture to say 
that in England there would be no difficulty in 
finding in the third class men of talent, experi- 
ence, and independence, who would be glad to 
take a seat on the bench at the ancient salary 
of 4,000/. a year. So in Scotland he had no 
doubt that such men would be found to whom 
2,0007. a year would be sufficient. The right 
hon. gentleman seemed to be impressed with a 
notion far too high of emoluments of Scotch 
advocates. Hie was sorry to say—he should 
be glad if it were otherwise—that many men at 
the Scotch bar who were very fit to be judges 
did not make 3,000/. a year. As to the propor- 
tion between the salaries of judges in England 
and Scotland, it was quite clear that we had 
invariably broken through that ; roportion, and 
therefore there was anend ofthat argument. He 
was rather alarmed, however, at this part of 
the right hon. gent’s speech. For if, as the 
English judge rose, he was to draw after him 
the Scotch judge, why was he not also to draw 
after him the Irish judge? It might be said, that 
the Irish judge ought to keep company with his 
fellow judge in England, and that when he saw 
the English judge reaching, by a rapid stride, 
to a salary of 5,500/. a year, he ought not to be 
stranded, as it were, on 4000/.a year, as before. 
As to the augmentation of the salaries of the 
English judges, he must say, that he never heard 
a proposition with more unmingled disapproba- 
tion than he heard that of Lord Goderich—and 
he believed that no persons were more aston- 
ished at that proposition than the 12 individuals 
who were most interested init. (Hear, and a 
laugh.) With respect to the Scotch judges, he 
thought that 2,000/. a year would be found suf- 
ficient,—but if a seat on the bench were declin- 
ed on the ground that 2,000/. a year was not 
enough, then there would be a good reason 
for augmentation. Enough, however, had been 
said by the Chancellor of the Exchequer to 
show that this proposition was premature, for 
many alterations would probabty be made in 
the Scotch judicial system next session. ‘The 
sinecure committee reported that the office of 
Lord Justice-General ought to be abolished; 
and he believed that, after the termination of 
the existing interest, that office would be abol- 
ished. It could not, therefore, be contended 
that the provision proposed to be made by this 
bill was for the purpose of compensation. It 
was said that it was intended to re-model the 
office of President of the Co rt of Sessions. — 
Why not let the augmentation of the salary 
await instead of preceding the increase of the 
business of that office. He thought that in es- 
timating the amount of increase of salary by the 
amount of business performed, the judge of the 
Jury Court, who had twice as much work to 
do as the other judges, ought to be allowed 
more than 100/. per annum than the others.— 
The Scotch jndges had incomparably less work 
to do than the English judges, in consequence 
of the absence o{ that refinement, which cre- 
ated great litigation in this country. By the 
establishment of the Jury Court the business of 
the judges had been diminished, while their sa- 
lary had been increased. ‘The judge formerly

place within forty-eight hours, and if otherwise, 
within twenty-four hours. If he varied three 
hours from the time specified, his notice was bad,

The procuring his cistern, and wetting his malt, 
is only the first process. He cannot take it out 
without another notice, and then only once in 
ninety-six hours, between seven and four o’clock, 
and he is lixble to penalties if in any way he in- 
fringes the time prescribed. When all this is 
done, his malt must be laid in regular couches, 
according to seniority, and if those couches 
have ragged and not smooth edges, he incurs a 
penalty of 2007. Still he is not at liberty to do 
as he likes with his malt in any one respect. [| 
pledge myself to prove by maltsters, that it is of 
the utmost consequence to the farmers of the 
kingdom to be able to sprinkle seven-eighths of 
the barley at the end of eight days. Yet as the 
law now stands, the maltsters may not sprinkle 
until the end of twelve days, and they are liable 
to penalties, if a servant throws a drop of water 
uponit.
